Co-operation Wanted 


HERE is a strong movement in the radio industry for 

the sort of co-operation among manufacturers that has 
so long been a feature of automotive activity. A committee 
has been appointed by the Radio Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion to formulate plans for a system of cross licensing of 
patents, similar to that which obtains in the automotive 
industry. 

Radio manufacturers will find, as our own have done, 
that co-operation saves time, worry and money. Any tem- 
porary advantage that a manufacturer may gain by 
“hogging” a patent will be wiped out by the care with which 
it must be guarded, the money spent in suit bringing to pre- 
vent infringement and a dozen other matters that obtain 
when secrecy and its preservation is the principal worry of 
industrialists. 

In a report recently made to the association by the 
committee mentioned above, the example of the automo- 
tive industry in this matter is cited as a strong argument 
for pooling the patent resources of the industry rather 
than following the individualistic ideal. 


Classifying Pilots 
T is currently reported in Washington that the Depart- 
| ment of Commerce plans to classify licenses to airplane 
pilots. Thus a man who qualifies as pilot will not be per- 
mitted to drive any class of plane, but will be limited to the; 
type for which he is considered fitted. 

The divisions or classes into which airplanes are segre- 
gated are four, as follows: Open planes, cabin planes, single- 
— and multi-engined planes. These divisions are again 
broken up into three classes: planes of less than 3,500 
pounds, ships between 5,500 and 7, 000 pounds and those over 
7,000 pounds. 

In this way a pilot just through training would get a 
license in the single light class of open planes. As his skill 
increases he will get other licenses until he holds the twelve 
that would enable him to operate any type and class of ship. 

Obviously the choosing of pilots is a serious business 
and the utmost care must be exercised to get men quali- 
fied both by skill and temperament to sit at the helm. 
Later on when we have all become more “air-minded,” 
and driving a plane is as natural as driving a car or a 
horse, we can reduce the complication of licensing. 


Five Months’ Production 
le the first five months of 1929 a matter of history. | 


we know that the output of motor vehicles in this 
country and Canada has reached the astonishing total] of 
more than 2,800,000 units. If this pace were maintained 
throughout the year the complete record for 1929 would be| 
more than 6,000,000 vehicle units manufactured. 

Of course no person in a position to judge accurately 
believes that more than 6,000,000 motor vehicles will be pro- 
duced. Conservative judges think our total for the year will 
be somewhere between 5,000.000 and 5,500,000. If we take 
the latter figure, we have some 2,700,000 motor vehicles to 
build in the seven months remaining in the year. 

This figure is entirely logical. We have passed what 
are usually the peak production months of the year. The 
most active selling season is still ahead of us. A slackening 
in production is simply a following of the traditional rule in 
the automotive industry. During the first five months pro- 
duction has been at the rate of approximately 560,000 motor 
vehicle units per month. During the last seven months it 
will be at the rate of about 385,000, if we are to make our 
total of 5,500,000 for the year. 

If the industry turns out and sells an average of 385,- 
000 cars every month during the rest of 1929 there is not 
going to be any lack of employment around the autome- 
tive factories.
